request of the Russian police. He is said 
to await requisition proceedings by Russia. 

Savine has had a most remarkable career. 
In his vouth he was one of the “smartest” 
officers in the Russian In:perial guard. He 
was twice wounded tn the Russo-Turkish 
war and was promoted for bravery and 
decorated. He was the friend of Stam- 
buloff, the celebrated Bulgarian premier, 
who actually propozed him as a candidate 
for the Bulgarian throne. Savine vows he 
did not mount the throne culy because 
Stambuloff died Inopportunely. 

Savine quickly spent his fortune in fast 
living and then forged notes to pay his 
debts. He was twice exiled to Siberia and 
twice escaped. Speaking several languages. 
ac cuprplished and persuasive, he has made 
dupes all over the world, particularly 
among women. 

Hie was arrested in Lisbon for swindling. 
ang when the Russian police discovered hie 
identity they followed him to Hataburg and 
had him arrested.

gave him money to go to this country. 

His fortunes went from bad to worse.! 
In New York In Novemsder, 1896, he was 
arrested for drawing a pietol on a cabman 
named McGowan, but he was @echarged. 
Again he escaped punishment in February. 
1897, when accused of swindling Miss Alice 
Mason out of $80 on a worthiese bond. 

He was in Tampa. Tla.. during the war 
with Spain and strongly urged Gen. Milos 
to make him one of hie aides-de-camp.

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TO FREE DREYFUS 


How Clifford S. Millage Forced the 
Government to a New Trial 
of the Case. 


A VETERAN NEWSPAPER MAN 


Close Friend of the Dreyfus Family 
After the First Trial, He Always 
Declared the Captain Was 
Unjustly Convicted. 


PARIS, Sept. 26.—It is within the confines 
of possibility that if the death of Clifford 5. 
Millage, longtime Paris correspondent of 
the London Chronicle, who succumbed re- 
cently to paralysis at the age of 63, had oc- 
curred ten years earlier, Alfred Dreyfus 
might still be a prisaner on Devil's Island, 
or else the occupant of a dishonored grave. 

Millage, at the time of the first trial of 
Dreyfus, was president of the Association 
Syndicate de la Presse Etrangere, or For- 
eign Press Association of Paris a posi- 
tion he still held at the time of his death, 
and in this capacity was invited to be pres- 
ent—the only journalist of any nationality, 
French or otherwise—at the courtmartial, 
the government making concession to pub- 
lic opinion outside the borders of France, 
that was particularly pronounced in Wng- 
land. ¢ 

Millage was sworn to absolute secrecy 

io the testimony given ult the trial, 
while he kept his oath inviolate, in- 
asmuch as we never divulged aught that 
occurred in the courtrvoin, he was vwut- 
spoken in his belief in the innocence of 
the prisoner, and never lost un opportun- 
ity in public or private to proclaim him 
@ victim of gross injustice. Ile was par- 
ticularly earnest in expressiug his views 
in the matter to visiting newspaper men 
of other nationalities than French, and 
it was a standing source of wonder among 
his friends that he escaped the challenges 
of French journalists and public men, in 
whose presence he never moderated his 
opinions as to the guilt or innocence of 
the martyr of Devil's island. 


Close Friend of 
Dreyfus Family. 


Miilage became a close 
Dreyfus family after the banishment of 
the unfortunate Alfred, and was in the 
confidence of Madame Dreyfus during the 
long months the heroic woman dcevoted 
herself to what then seemed the impbvs- 
sible task of obtaining a uew trial for her 
husband. 

She invariably consulted with Millage 
concerning the expediency of giving out 
or withholding informatiwn as =.to the 
progress of her plans, and it was through 
him that such information came to the 
world outside of France, for Millage even 
resisted the journalist's supreme tempta- 
tion to print the news exciusively, and 
always sent it out through the channels 
whereby he considered taat it would do the 
most good to the Dreyfus cause. 

AS intimated, but for the Millage prop- 
aganda Dreyfus might have been entirely 
forgotten outside of his own country, and, 
while his family and friends kept up the 
agitation vigorously in France, it was 
la‘gely due to outside pressure that the 
lrench government was finally driven to a 
revision of the case. 

Millage. however, was never recognized 
outside the circle of a few friends as hav- 
ing anything particular to do with the 
matter. His own newspaper, indeed, be- 
came weary of the subject, and, when the 
spark that he had helped to keep alive was 
finally blown into flame, there were others 
among the journalists who later helped the 
cause along who received more credit for 
the result than did Millage. 

Not that he ever asserted that his serv- 
ices deserved recognition, or even cared 
whether they were recognized. Indeed, be- 
fore and after the second trial of Dreyfus 
one scarcely ever heard him allude to the 
matter. 

Millage’s friends often wondered that his 
freedom of speech on the Dreyfus case 
among Frenchmen 4id not lead to chal- 
lenges from these ordinarv§ thin-skinned 
gentlemen. Perhaps his personality might 
account for the circumstances that his re- 
marks never gave offense. 

Millage was a large and burly English- 
man with the head and beard of a Viking, 
and had the appearance of a man who 
would meet an adversary at least half way. 

Indeed, the story of one of Millag’es en- 
counters—with an Englishman, by the way 
—went the rounds of the Paris press, amd 
the thoroughness of his method won the 
admiration of the Boulevardiers. He had 
gone into the Cafe de Paris, when it was 
crowded, one morning some ten or twelve 
years ago.

Money Conditions Are Likely to Im- 
prove, but Not Much Specu- 
lation for the Present.

the local financial and speculative 
situation, St. Louls has a good deal to 
feel thankful about. New York is hav- 
ing a shake-up which seems not to have 
reached its end. Speculation there had 
reached a point where printing 
presses were turning out stocks and 
bonds faster than the public could ab- 
sorb them, and the bubbles are now be- 
ing pricked. St. Louis, thus far, has had 
no serious difficulties of this nature. 
Some of the local stocks may still have 
too much water in them, but the situa- 
tion locally has not assumed the stage 
that New York has arrived at. 


The banking situatéon here has also 
been on a basis where the business, 
rather than the speculative interests 
have been the first consideration of the 
bankers. This in itself has been an im- 
portant factor in placing the situation 
where such violent upheavels as New 
York has experienced have not taken 
place. 

Because of this action on the part of the 
banks, there are more St. Louis stocks 
bought and paid for and ‘less carried on 
margin than ever before. This has tended 
to steady the situation. 

By this statement it must not be in- 
ferred that St. Louis has been immune 
from a standpoint of losses. Take Tran- 
eit, for instance. A year and a half ago 
it was selling around 332. Figuring the cost 
of carrying the stock at 6 per cent, it 
would take a price of $41 to let the pur- 
chasers of a year ago out whole. The 
price is now around $16.60, which méans 
& loss to some one close to $4,000,000. 

he Tramelt earnings have shown a re- 
markable gross increase, but what the net 
results have been since the last state- 
ment is a matter of pure conjecture, as 
the ofticiala are not publishing that part 
of their operations.

Matador Cervera Receives Ovation 
From Mexican Spectators for 
Daring and Skill. 


al to the Post-Diapateh. 
7 PASO, Tex., Sept. 26—The new bull 
ring at Juarez, Mexico, the most expensive 
in North America, has been formally 
opened to the public and in the presence of 
10,000 people, Cervera, the prince of mata- 
dors, led his rich-clad troop of Spaniards 
against six successive bulls, who were 
fought to the death. High officials of the 
city and federal district presided at the 
contest. Chief among them was Mayor 
Montemayo of Juarez, who sat in the 
judges’ pavilion, surrounded by the fed- 


eral judiciary. 

After the people, 3000 of whom were 
Americans from El Paso, had assembled, 
and as the rays of the declining sun were 
beginning to start through the yellow dust 
of the arena, the bugler advanced before 
the mayor and sounded the call. ‘ 

As the last notes died away a gate flew 
open and Cervera advanced at the head of 
his troop. A wild cheer rent the air, as 
with stately tread he advanced to a posi- 
tion in front of the judges’ stand and, lift- 
his cloge-fitting cap, saiuted the high dig- 
nitaries. With a-wave of his hand the may- 
or announced that he was ready for the 
fight, and the bull fighters ranged them- 
selves around the arena. Once more the 
bugle sounded, and a _  ferocious-bwoking, 
wild and hard mountain bull, from the 
ranch of Don Luis Terrazas, at Samalag- 
nac, came bounding into the arena, mad- 
dened by the thrust of sharp gaffs into his 
flesh, as he passed the portals. 

The fight was like thousands of others 
that have been described by spectators at 

1 Paso. Blood flowed in profusion from 
the beginning, and five paltry horses were 
gored ‘ the sharp horns of the various 
bulls. ix bulls were put to death and 
thelr torture was dreadful to witness. 
Numbers of American women fainted and 
scores of others clutched the arms of their 
escorts and begged to be taken away. 

As a bull fight the entertainment was 
a huge success, and the thousands of 
Mexicans, men and women, who wit- 
nessed it were delighted. The senoritas 
waved their tiny lace handkerchiefs in 
enthusiasm. The heroes of the affray 
were lionized, and thrice was Cervera 
reward for his daring by a shower of 
canes and sombreros tossed into the 
arena. 

The entertainment was declared to be 
well suited to the dedication of the 
handsome “Plaza de Toros.” 

It began the season of bull fighting 
on the border, which always commences 
when the first tourists and the early 
frosts arrive and lasts until the peach 
trees along the Rio Grande are in full 
blossom. 

The arena is regarded with pride by 
its proprietors. It cost approximately 
$50, and is  constructe of glazed 
adobe, which has the appearance of 
marble. The seating capacity is upwards 
of $50,000, and the interior is putterned 
after the Roman Coliseum. The great 
arena is located close to El Paso, just 
across the border, and the eastern tour- 
ist who boards an electric car fn the 
heart of the bustling Texas city of 30,- 
000 inhabitants reaches it within 20 
minutes.

that he request Mr. Gluesenkamp, propri- 
etor of the adjoining land, to remove it. 
Mr. Gluesenkamp agreed to do so, but failed 
to carry out the promise, and Mr. Meyer, 
with the assistance of the teacher, re- 
moved it. 

Gluesenkamp remonstrated with Mr. Mey- 
er for removing the fence and after some 


parley the latter agreed to replace it, but |! 


changed his mind and, in company with 
the remaining school trustees, went to the 


creamery and endeavored to straighten out 


the difficulty. 

The two men became engaged in a heat- 
ed argument and Gluesenkamp struck Mr. 
Meyer a terrific blow on the head with a 
heavy brush. He fell in an unconscious 
heap. It was first thought that he was 
fatally injured, but it is now believed that 
he will recover. 

Gluesenkamp will be arraigned on the 
charge of assault with a deadly weapon. 
but will waive the preliminary and await 
the action of the grandjury. Both men are 
well known and influential.

‘It ts admitted that Lord James is not as 
strong 4 man as his father. and this is the 
Cause of a handicap» such as few sons 
have to start with. His predecessor at the 
head of the House was ono of the strongest 
men the kingdom has produced in a cen- 
tury, and the son has thus a hard row 
io hoe in anywhere near meeting the ex- 
pectations of his friends. 

Lord James Evdiward Hubert, the fourth 
Marquis of Salisbury, was born on Oct. 
3, 1861, and was educated at Eton and 
Oxford. He has sat in Parliament for 
wearily twenty years, and has recently been 
unger secretary for foreign affairs. He 
maxricd the daughter of the fifth Earl of 
Afran and has two sons and two daugh- 
ters. 

The dead Marquis left seven children, 
of whom the Countess of Selborne is the 
@idest. She was born in 1858, three years 
Before the present Marquis. In 1883 ehe 
Was married to the second Darl of Sel- 
borne, now Virst Lord of the Admiralty. 
@he has three sons and a daughter. Her 
Gfily sister, Lady Gwendolen Cecil, has 
never marrial and was her father's cuon- 
Stant companion in hie old age.

He.is 
a strong high churc>oman and is unmur- 
ried. 


The Home of 
the Family. 


Twenty miles from London lies pretty 
‘Hatfield, the home of the Cecil! family. The 


town occupies a hollow between two hills. 
On one ridge is the park surrounding Hat- 
fleld house, which Se been the seat of 
the Cecils for many génerations. This 
home is the only thing at all interesting 
in the place, yet there are few towns in 
all Engiand that can boast of such an an- 
cient beginning. Long before the day of 
William the Conqueror the town was ot 
considerable importance. Under the name 
of Hetfelle, belonging to the monks .of 
Ely, to whom it was given by King Edgar 
in the days of St. Dunstan, it res in the 
ages of Doomsday. small colony of 
Benedictine monks lived in @ palace, the 
ruins of which can be seen now. The bish- 
ops of Ely have been a power ever since. 

Morton, the favorite minister of Henry 
VII. rebuilt and beautified the bishop's 
palace and it now forms a part of Hat- 
field house. This was built between the 
vears 1479 to 1486. The main part of the 
palace has two wings pro ecting, so that 
& quadrangle is formed in front of the en- 
trance, In this the huge entrance and 
banquet hall, and one wing {s surmounted 
by the tower. Nothing can surpass the 
fineness and rich color of the aged brick, 
covered with the ivy. 

Laying aside the Gepcription of the house 
for a dime, the chief historical features 
are worth recording. It was here that four 
sovereigns apent much of their time—Hen- 
ry VIIT. Eaward VI. Elizabeth and James 
1. Here Parker. afterward archbishop of 
Canterbury. preached to little Elizabeth. 
The princess herself lived here during the 
relg@n of her sister Mary. 

In the ancient palace Lady Frances [ran- 
don was born, con July 17, 1517, the cidest 
ehild of the romantic marriage of Charles 
Brendon, Duke of Suffolk, and Marry. the 
French ueen, Though not ber: te a 
throne. che was declared the hetr by par- 
lament. and lost her chance to reign only 
through ithe intrigues of Dudley. the Earl 
of Northunvderland. tn favor of her daugh- 
ter.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The charge was 
made today by J. B Greenhut, president of 
the Siegel-Cooper Co., in a message to 
Secretary of State Hay, that the Jewish 
massacres at Kishineff last April were 
planned, organized and executed by direc- 
tion of the Russian government. 

The atrocities were not inspired by racial 
animosity on the part of the Christians, 
but were part of the murderous design of 
the government to crush the social Dem- 
ocracy, Whose agitations threatened to 
subvert the power of the Czar and estab- 
lsh a constitutional government. 

In this organization, the Jews were the 
most active agents, though they constituted 
only a small minority.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 26.—While 
the Sultas is solemnly negotiating with 
the great powers of Europe about repress- 
ing the horrors in Macedonia, spocial 
trains loaded with petroleum are being 
Gispatched almost daily to the soldiers 
who are ravaging the condemned dis- 
tricts. 

This petroleum is used -not only for 
duming villages, but also woods and 
thickets in which women and children take 
refuge. 

4a Kirk, in the Kilisse district, a wood 
Was fired and more than nine hundrod 
Women and children were either roasted 
or suffocated. or in trying to escape were 
Caught and horribly tortured before they 
were killed. 

The soldiers who were engaged in de- 
struction of Swerdis have led a new 
fashion by bringing back indescribable 


mementoes of their atrocities. 


The big military display which Turkey 
is making is designed to give Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria an excuse for _  re- 
fraining from attack. No doubt is enter- 
tained tn the diplomatic circles here that 
Ferdinand has been acting in collusion 
with the Sultan. 

It ts calculated that by the middle of 
October there will be nothing left in Mace- 
dona or Thrace to intervene about. 

Germany is the Sultan's mainstay in 
pursuing the present policy, and the Bul- 
garian army, with its German officers, 
can be relied on to make victory easy 
for the Sultan if war is forced. 

The Germans scored a most important 
Success at Constantinople in obtaining 
the conversion of the old Turkish debt, 
the essential purpose of which Is to 
liberate the Turkish revenues so they 
may be used in building a railway to the 
Persian gulf. 

One-third of the German railroad sys- 
tems in Asia Minor has already been |, 
built. The port of Haidar Passa, fac- 
ing Constantinople, is being. now con- 
nected by rail with Angora and Koniah 
in the heart of Asia Minor, with an out-

“That does not constitute grounds for a 
divorce. Just because you cannot agree is 
not reason why you should shirk the re- 
sponribilities you have contracted.”

“Stop, stop, I confess. I don’t want a 
divorce. I am not married. I just want to 
know why it is apparently so easy to obtain 
a divorce.”’

“Is it due to the lax- 
ness of the divorce laws of our state?” 

“No, the divorce lawe are stringent 
enough. As much so as those of any other 
state. I cannot see in what particular any 
of the eleven grounds would not constitute 
adequate grounds for a divorce. 


Why There Are So 

Many Divorces. 

“Theo why are so many divorces granted 
each term of court?” 

“Most divorces are exparte cases, that is 
they are obtained by default, which means 
they are not contested. The parties agree 
between themselves upon divorce before the 
suit Is entered and the defendant does not 
appear,”’ 

“ls there no way of making the defendant 
appear?’ 

“Absolutely no way, whatever. It ts a 
natural supposition that when a man is 
accused of certain things he will appear 
to repudiate the charges and defend his 
honor. We have absolute divorce in this 
state. When one ts divorced the other ts 
divorced, so they do not have to defend 
their liberty. In some states, however, the 
divorce is only partial; that is, the gulity 
party is not free to marry for five years, 
or perhaps not at all. 


“If we had a law empowering the judge 
to appoint a ‘next friend; that is, an 
attorney to look up the other sde, tn ex- 
parte cases, there would not be so many 
cases granted. But the judge ts very often 
imposed upon. For instance, an ex-parte 
case. The plaintiff appears. She states 
the grounds for her divorce. She has her 
witnesses to testify to her good character. 
In order to obtain her divorce she not 
only has charges to prove, but she must 
prove that she was a good and faithful 
wife She makes her charges strong. There 
is no fire of cross-questioning to run. The 
defense is not present or even represented 
by an attorney. The judge has only heard 
one side of the story.

How Some Divorces 
Might Be Prevented. 
“In some instances I favor divorce. Why 

should a refined, sensitive women ac tied

anything. Everything ts absolutely confi- 
dentiat. I have obtained over 100 divorces 
during the past three years and not a line 
has ever been published. Everything is 
confidential, some attorneys give up news, 
but I don't.” 

Then followed a long list of clients for 


whom he had obtained divorces. One case 
wus that of a man from whom he had ob- 
tained three divorces within 18 months, 
from three different women, and the man 
was about to remarry the first wife. 

Very often I had to use my handkerchief, 
and each time the divorce man wopt at 
sight of my emotion. 

After an hour's conference he gave me 
his card, telling me to go home and think 
the matter over and see ifit wasn twcst to 
bri suit for indignities and give up my 
children: after all the court might refuse 
me a divorce on the grounds of the deser- 
tion and I would have to resort to stronger 
grounds in the end. 


JUDGE M'’DONALD 
ON DIVORCE LAW 


“Now for the judicial view of the mat- 
ter." I said to myself. I went to the office 
of Judge Jesse McDonald. I went with 
fear and trembling. Judges are stern-look- 
ing individuals. I asked: 

“What is the cause of the great increase 
in divorce suite?’’ After a moment's pause 
he replied: 

‘"Too many hasty and ill-considered mar- 
riages; and a low perception of the duties— 
excluding the duty to be. patient and for- 
bearing—that the relation imposes. Those 
are important causes of the suits filed; Lut 
I have no statistics ta show whether the 
number of divorce suits is greater in pro- 
portion to the marriages than in former 
times in this and other countries. Tne 
divorce evil may be found, on careful in- 
vestigation, not to be growing. However, 
it is @ reasonable hope that it should be 
decreasing. 

“But tsn’t it the fault of the law?” 

Few perhaps of those who have & sincere 
and deep feeling of regret at the number 
of divorces granted would be willing to 


eliminate from the law any one of sev- 
eral causes for divorce contained in our 


statute. There are many circumstances 
which render it impossible for married per- 
sons to live together as husband and wife 
without destroying all comfort and happi- 
ness of one and outraging the feelings of 
all reasonable persons who know of the 
conditions. Where the complainant is inno-, 
cent of wrong-doing and the defendant's 
conduct brings him clearly within the con- 
demnation of any clause of our statute 4 
divarre should be granted. The difficulty 
is not in the law authorizing a divorce on 
too slight misconduct, but in the adminis- 
tration of the law. 

The divorce act provides among its sever4 
causes that the injured party may obtain 
a dissolution of the marriage if the other 
party thereto has (1) been guilty of such 
cruel or barbarous treatment as to endan- 
ger the life of the complainant, or (2) if the 
defendant has offered such indignities to tne 
complainant as shall render his or her con- 
dition intolerable. These are the clauses 
of our statute which cover a variety of acts;

clauses. But the numberless courts, each 
presided over by a different judge, cannot 
have a uniform and accurate scale of sen- 
sibilities by which the exact amount of in- 
jury done and felt can be weighed, and 
hence the usual Imperfection of all human

The Law Has 
Really Advanced. 


“Formerly acts and conduct that merely 
wounded the mental feelings, where not 
accompanied with bodily injury, either 
uctual or menaced, were not considered by 
the courts a sufficient ground for a decree 
under the cruelty clause, but the law on 
the subject has advanced and it is now gen- 
erally believed that the mind and the health 
should have as strong a claim upon the 
protection of the courts as the body; and, 
therefore, legal cruelty is now that wifich 
may endanger the life or health of the 
person. This is an improvement instead of 
a decline in our divorce system, it is prob- 
able that an habitua] indulgence in violent 
and ungovernable temper, petulance of 
manner, failure to provide for the family, 
occasional or frequent intoxication, rude- 
ness of language, want of civil attention and 
accommodation,lack of proper affection, and 
the nutmberless other acts, Incidents and 
conditions which are alleged to have ren- 
dered the condition of the complainant in- 
tolerable, are frequently given too much 
we'ght in determining actions for divorce. 
But that class of acts may be so numeér- 
ous and so aggravated in a given case 
that the granting of a divorce therefor is 
imperative if any cause fg to be recog- 
nized as warranting divorce. 

“But the real misfortune of the public at 
present grows out of the inability of the 
courts to learn the facts under our pro- 
cedure, and not out of a loose administra- 
tion of the law. Bubstantlally all the ap- 
plicants for divorce are permitted to take 
a default and proceed to trial without the 
appearance of the defendant. Neither of 
the parties desires a continuance of the 
Teiationship. Kind friendse—two in num- 
ber—seem to be easily found to testify to 
the innocence of and the faithfulness in 
the discharge of every marital duty by 
the plaintiff and the iliatter’s 
shows the defendant's conduct such as en- 
titles her to a separation. In other words, 
if not only the truth but all the truth 
has been told the divorce should. be and

INDIANS ON A STRIKE. 


Tribe Says It Will Work as a Unit 


or Not at All. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—A strike of 
the Warner's Ranch [ndians in California 
for the employment of their tribe as a unit 
on Irrigation work ordered by the govern- 
ment for their own benefit, has been re- 
ported to the. interior department by 
George Butler, irrigation superintendent. 

Mr. Butler was ordered to the Pals 
ranch, whence the Warner's Ranch In- 
dians recently were transferred after years 
of trouble, to develop a water supply and 
dig irrigation ditches for the benefit of the 
Indians. He promised to employ all when- 
ever extension of the work warrant it, 
but the Indians refused to go to work, de- 
ciding at a council pn wees that all o1 
none of their number should be employed. 

Mr. Butler’s report arraigns the tribe 
as ‘‘dissatisfied, unruly and unsettled,” 
says they attempt to dictate the policy 
of the reservation and terms of labor 
and refused to affillate with the other In- 
dians except at flestas. At a recent fiesta. 
he says, 40 places where driiks were sold 
were counted, and the report adds: “It 
is said a deputy marshal was running a 
game wide open.’’ The report questions 
the advisability of employing the Indians 
on the irrigation work under the circum- 
stances.

She was happily employed 
round the house when the telephone rang. 
She thought that her brother was to re- 
ceive a call.

She swooned and later became hysterical.

had died unmarried, and Fred W. Parker had died unmarried, and with 
only children born out of wedlock. She accordingly brought suit against 
Pauline Fraissenet to cut her off from any’ portion of the original estate 
and restrain Francis Tadmir Parker from claiming the half million of his 
father’s fortune. 

With her two children (Francis Tadmir now 16 years old and Alex- 
ander Tuki only 4 years of age) and her lawyers, Pauline Fraissenet came 
into court. this week and telling the romantic story of her life fought for 
the rights of her child.

CENTURY ago Alexander 
Hamilton,. who. has. been 
ranked in history next to 
George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson for his 
services to the Republic, 
made a public confession of 
infatuation for Mrs. Marie 

Reynolds, the wife of another man. 

The other day Lieut. Louis McLane Hamilton, 
great-great-grandson of Alexander Hamilton, and 
son of Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, a famous 
a of New York, was dismissed from the 

nited States Army in the Philippines for using 
offensive language in the presence of the wife of 

a brother officer. 

These are the first andthe latest episodes in a 
remarkable chain of events in the history of the 
Hamiltons which might be construed by the su- 
perstitious as the effect of some strange spell cast 
upon the men of this distinguished family by a 
woman who had suffered through the misdeeds 
of the founder of the line. Every one of the five 

nerations, from Alexander Hamilton to Lieut. 

amilton, has suffered to a greater or less extent 
from the woes that women bring. Divorce and 
scandal, with their long train of minor miseries, 
have furnished chapter after chapter in the fam- 
ily history. 

Lieut. Hamilton, who has just been dismissed 
from the army, had achieved.a military record of 
which he and his friends had every reason to be 
pr ud. 

After serving with the Sixth United States 
Vc unteers during the Spanish war, he received 
Br wppointment as second lieutenant in the Four- 
tecsith Infantry, U. 8. A., on Oct. 5, 1899. He was 
sen\ to the Philippines, and accompanied his reg- 
ime it in the campaign in Cuba. 

When the body of President McKinley was ta- 
ken in state from Buffalo to Washington and 
late)’ to Canton, Lieut. Hamilton was in command 
of tiie military guard of honor.

It is known, however. that three years before the affair 
with Burr tock place Philip Hamilton, the elder son of the 
Statesman, was killed in a duel on almost the identical spot 
where his father afterward lost his life 

Two vears after the Hamilton-Burr duel Angelica Ham 
iiten, a daughter of Burr's victim, became insane 

Another son, Benjamin Laurens Hamilton, was drowned 
in an expedition conveying the remains of President Mon- 
roe to Virginia. It is a singular coincidence that the young 
Ljeut Hamilton recently dismissed from the army was 
in charge of the funeral train of President McKinley,

many difficulties in which he was involved with women.

Capt. Hamilton was assigned to hig command. ~ Shortly 
ae ere was e crarbeerepesid outrageous case of ro>-

dered an investigation. and as he was a rival of Scott and 
entertained no friendly feeling for him, tt was known that 
if Hamilton was proved to be a participant his brother's 
influence could not save him He evidently took the samé 
view of the matier, as one night he deserted, taking with 
him eight or ten of the ardest characters of the regi- 
ment 

These men at once organized themselves into a desper- 
ate and dangerous gang of banditti. Wearing their uni- 
forms and hanging on the outskirts of the army. they 
robbed and murdered in the unprotected country places 
nt will, A more crue! and licentious band of cut-throats 
were not to be found anywhere. Finally they were sur- 
prised one night several killed and Hamilton and two 
others captured 

At the time that this occurred Schuyler Hamilton was 
‘Ving in the hospital. desperately wounded, a lance having 
been run through him and broken inside of him. It was 
always supposed that tris was what saved his brother 
from an ignomifiious death In some way he managed to 
escape from the guards and disappeared from Mexico. As 
no one was ever punished for permitting his escape it 
was generally admitted that it had been connived at. The 
courtmartial that tried his companions found something 
irregular in their enlistment, and did not order them to 
be shot, but sentenced each to receive 100 lashes. A sei- 
tence of death would have been more merciful A couple 
of Mexican mulateers were chosen as executioners of the 
sentence, and the manner in which they applied the lash 
proved that they were well accustomed | to its use With 
their short. heavy cuartos thev absolutely flayed the de- 
serters, and one of them died from the effects of the pun- 
ishment The flogging took place in front of the brigade 
and had more effect in stopping desertions than a dozen 
executions would thave had

is. 19° . 

Regarding the Mrs. Freeman under whose sdinfluence ihe 
general was suppose to be in New York, Mra. Hamiltoo 
said: ‘“‘That the said Mrs. Freeman is no relative of the 
said Alexander Hamilton and has not known him. to me 
knowledge of your petitioner, prior to 1890."

krom Gen. Alexander Hamilton the spell of strange hap- 
penings hevering over the family seems to have descended 
upon Sehuyler Hamilton, Jr., the son of Gen. Schuyler 
Hamilton of Mexican war fame, and a brother of the 
ill-fated Robert Ray Hamilton. This son of the Hamiltons 
failed in business and became a bankrupt. 

He first married in 1877 Miss Gertrude Van Gortlandt 
Wells of Sing Sing. In 18% she secure a divorce from him 
upon the grounds of desertion, receiving the custody of the 
three children who were born of the union. In the fol- 
lowing year he married at Baltimore Miss Jane Byrd 
Mercer. Although she was for a time a governess in the 
family of Mrs. A. L. Mason of Newport, Miss Mercer be- 
longed to one of the oldest families in Baltimore. and 
was connected with some of the most prominent families 
in tse South, some of them being the Carters, Pages and 
Byrds of Virginia. She was the great-granddaughter of 
John Francis Mercer, fourth governor of Maryland and 
one of the framers of the Constitution. Her grandfather 
was Col. John Mercer, aide to Gen. WinQeld Scott, while 
her father was Col. Richard Sprigg Mercer of Cedar Park, 
long famous for its hospitality. She was also a lineal de- 
scendant of George Mercer, who brought over the copy 
of the stamp act from England and whoxe family came 
from Aldie, Scotland. She was connected with the Wash- 
ington family through her grandaunt, Mrs. Lorenzo Lewis. 
a niece of the late Gov. Swann of Maryland and a direct 
descendant of George Mason. who framed the first bill of 
rights for Virginia. 

The second Mrs. Hamilton was afflicted with a nervous 
disorder for which morphine had been prescribed. 

During a thunderstorm which threw her into a hys- 
terical state Mrs. Hamilton took an overdose of morphine 
and died.
